A banquet was given in London on 
Wednesday evening on the occasion of 
the opening of the Natal Railway, at 
which Mr, Joseph Chamberlain, Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies; Sir 
Charles Tupper, Canadian High Commis- 
sioner; all of the Colonial agents in 
, London, and several members of the 
House of Lords and the House of Com- 
mons were present. 

Sir Charles Tupper offered a toast in 
honor of Mr. Chamberlain, referring in 
| Yery complimentary terms to the Col- 
onial Secretary. F 

Mr. Chamberlain, upon replying, said 
that Great Britain was approaching 4 
} critical stage in the history of her rela- 
jtions with the autonomous colonies. 
| Upon their opinions of her policy during 
the next few years—certainly the next 
generation—would depend the future 
of the British Empire. This hung to- 
gether on a thread so siend- 
der that even a breath might sever it. 
Not long ago statesmen despaired of the 
possibility of maintaining a permanent 
union, foreseeing that a time ‘would 
/come when the rolonies having attained 


a position of independence, must be ex- 
sted to claim an entire se tion. 
hese great communities had taken rank 
With ‘the nations of the world. He did 
not suppose that the idea of compelling 
| them to remain in-the Empire was with- 
jin the range of intelligent speculation. 
Yet, notwithstanding that the time had 
come for these conditions tobe fulfilled 
ithe expectancy of the statesman refer- 
red to had not been realized. As the 
possibility of a se tion had become 
greater the desire become less, until 
it no longer existed, Great Britain on 
‘x part was prepared to do all that 
could fairly be @ ted of her.

DISEASES STIMULATING DEATH. 

The various conditions or form: ef 
diseases which may occasionally to the 
casual observer stimulate death are 
synecope, coma, concussion, hystérical 
| Spasm. catalepsy and exhaustion ; but in 
these cases the warmth of the. body is 
retained, and the ‘heart and lungs con- 
tinge to act, although perhaps ttut free- 
ly. Catalepsy or trance, and profound 
sleep lasting for a Jengthened peried, 
are conditions somewhat similar to the 
hibernation of animals. To a casual 
observer a bybernating animal would 
appear to be dead, but the vital Tunc- 
tions are not arrested, but are reduced 
to a low ebb; the pulsations of the 
heart and the respiration still occur, 
though. feebly and at lengthened in- 
tervals. In like manner the authenti-

¥Y medical men, — presenting to

SLOW AND FEEBLE, 


and the respirations reduced to only 
four or five per minute. Thé very. ex- 
ceptional case of Colonel Townshend, 
who apparently possessed the extremely 
rare power of partially suspending, by 
an act of volition, the action of the heart 
cannot even be taken ad an exception 
to what has been stated above. Ut ap-

RIGIDITY DURING LIFE. 


The statement is ae more made 
that certain forms of rigidity that may 
ocenr during life may be mistaken for 
rigor mortis. Rigidity during life may 
occur from tetanus, apoplexy, catalepsy, 
syncope, asphyxia and hysterical —— 
but presents these thres striking differ- 
ences from cadaveric rigidity: 1. The 
warmth of the body ia preserved; 2. 
The whole of the body becomes equally 
rigid at the same moment, due to the 
occurrence of a general muscular spasm: 
whereas, in connection with rigor mor- 
tis, the rigidity usually commences in 
the muscles of the neck and lower jaw, 
and then gradually affects the her 
parts of the body; 3. Lf a joint be for- 
cibly bent, such as the arm at the el- 
bow, the limb will, if in a state of spasm 
from disease, return to its original posi- 
tion when the bending force is remov- 
ed, whereas if it be in a state of rigor 
mortis it will not. 


SIGNS AND TESTS, 


The signs on which a medical 
should rely as furnishing the best evi- 
dence of the reality of death, prior to 
the commencement of  putrefactive 
changes, sre: First, the absence of 
cirenlation and respiration ; second, the 
gradual cooling of the body, the extrem- 
ities cooling first and the trank laat; 
third, radual supervention of rigor 
mortis; fourth, the production of post-~ 
lmortem stains or ecchymoses. The aus- 
cultatory test waa first proposed hy Bou- 
chet, to whom the French Academy 
awarded a prize in 1848 for the diséov- 
ery of this proof of death. | Bouchet 
found that in all cases of apparent 
death, although the contractions of the 
heart were reduced in force and fre-

queaey auscultation enabled him to de-!; 


tect t pulsations of the heart, and so 

distinguish soparent from real death. 

The careful use of the stethoscope by a 

medical man will enable him to distin- 

guish « living from a dead body.

Ways of Cooking Meat. 
Economy aod stinginess are two very 
different things, for many women who 


\@ive most liberally to worthy objects 
}are the most economical in their own 
| homes; while othera who nerer have « 


penny to give to any purpow, are ex- 
tremely wasteful in the management 
of their household affairs. The faculty 
of making every dollar do its utmost to 
provide comforts for the family, is one 
that should be cultivated, for there are 
very few women who do not need the 
knowledge at some time in their lives. 
For some who have to purchase meats, 
a few suggestions would no doubt be ac- | 
ceptable. Of the pieces suitable for | 
roasting. the round roast ia usually the 
most economical, Wipe the meat with 
& wet cloth to remove any bone dust 
or blood that may adhere to it. Any- 
thing that cannot be wiped off should be 
out away. Put the roast in a dripping 
pan but do not salt it until it is half 
dome, as the salt draws out the rich 
juices, and they are lost. The oven 
should be very hot when the roast is 
put in, so the outside will cook quickly, 
and the heat allowed to decrease gradu- 
ally. Allow twenty-five minutes to 
@ach pound of roast,.if you wish it well 
done. After the meat is brown, dredge | 
it with flour and baste every few min- 
utes with the drippings. When the 
meat is done, pour off the clean grease, 
which may be used for shortening for 
pe crust, biscuits, eto, and make & 
hickened gravy in the ie in which 
the meat was roasted. If the meat is 
to be boiled, wet five or six pounds from 
he second cut of the neck, and put it 
the kettle. Cover it with nee 
water and boil steadily until done. Ad 
salt an before it is taken 
from the kettle, and thicken a pint of 
the broth for gravy. If the family is 
not large severe! palatable dishes may 
be made from the meat and broth left 
after the firat meal. : 

An escellent stew for supper is made 
by adding an onion and carrot chopped 
fine, and a few sliced potatoes to a part 
of the broth. Cook until done, then

Fill the cav- 
ity with bread crumbs seasoned as for 
chicken dressing. Tie the heart in o 

iece of cheesecloth and put it in the 

ettle with the usual soup vegetables 
and boil it until done—about two and 
one-half bours. Then take the heart 
out, remove the cloth, dredge with flour, 
and put it in the oven. Baste often 
with .melted butter and water, and 
brown nicely. Take it out and make 
gravy with the drippings. The soup 
may be served the same day, or strain- 
ed and set away in a cool cellar unti 
the next day.

To Renovate Feather Pillows. 


Ful the wash boiler nearly half full 
of water, put over the fire and keep 
the fire up at a brisk rate. Then fasten 
several sticks across inside of the boiler, 
not touching the water. Take two old 
white pillow slips, sew up the ends all 
but a few inches, then open the feather 
pillows the same. number of inches, sew 
the two together where they have been 
opened, and shake the feathers into the 
clean slip. In this way ‘you will; 
avoid having feathers scattered 
ali over the house. When you have 
emptied both pillows, sew up the seam 
in the slips —_— and lay one pillow 
across the sti in the boiler. By this 
time the water will be boiling rapidly. 
Put on the lid and let it steam from 
one to two hours. It is best to steam | 
one pillow at a time. In the meantime

Yiuse them again. If you should, how - 


ever, get new covers then you can use

out and fasten on the clothesline with 
pins. Let them drip until dry. They 
can be left out one night if necessary. 
You will be surprised at the flaffiness 
of fags pillows when you get through 
with them.

Some Actemishing Taimgs Hare Been Been 
on the Heon—fedications ef Vegeta bie 
hfe aed Water Cearses Han Bimeeeit 
Way be Preceme, ; 

Dewn in Pera, where, in the clear, 
rarified atmosphere of 
Prof. Pickering has been making ob- 
servations, some astonishing things have 
been aeen on the moon, which haa been 
photographed on « scale never before 
attained. Prof. Pickering has found 
reason to believe that there ia water 
on the mon. 

There are even indications of fee 
table if not of animal life upon this 
bedy, which had heretofore been re 
warded as dead. After long obeerve- 
tion of the. moon, Prof. Pickering haa 

| catalogued thirty-five ravines which 
have all the appearance of being water 
cotirees. They are alwaya larger at one 
extremity than at the other, and the 
largest end always terminates in an en- 
largement having the form of an ew 
tuary. 

The largest of these rivera rises on 
j want the astronomers oall Mount Had- 
ley. in the lunar Apennines. It runs a 
little north of west, and its total length 
is about sixty-five miles. Prof. Picker- 
ing also obterved what he calls “ dark 
patches,” that are difficult to explain 
éxeept on the theory that they are 
fielda or foresta. 

These spota are darker just after full 
noon, ata time when shadows are im- 
possible, and they become invisible when 
the shadows are well marked. These 
dark spota, says Prof. Pickering, can 
be observed with the smallest glass, 
but it is admitted that they may be 
actual seas, instead of fielda of

patches represent a vegetable growth 
upon the moon. No very large bodies 
lof water ate supposed to exist there.

HAREM WIVES AND CHILDREN. 


A harem is a little world, in fact, by 
itself, Its constitution is peculiar and 
known by few. Into four classes the 
women and girls are divided. At the 
head stand the Kadinés, who are more 
or less legitimate wives, though never 
officially espoused. It should be remer- 
bered that it is not the custom for the 
Turkish Sultan to marry, though in- 
stances of Padishahs having done so 
are matters of history. 

Contrary to accepted belief, the Turk- 
ish harem woman is not altogether the 
indolent ‘individual, spending all her 
days lolling upon cushions of silk, that 
she was seve generatwos ago. 
Though the Sultan is cruel, though he 
has no conscience a shows little 
mercy, he allows the women much 
more personal liberty than might b 
imagined. Their faces hidden and their 
forms concealed in the regulation 
yashmak and feridje, they drive, pay 
visits, go to bazaars and are often seen 
on the Grande Rue de Pera, the great 
driveway of the Frank quarter of Con- 
stantinople, and other public prome- 
nades. Never, however, are they seen 
on foot. They have enjoyable times 
within the four walls of the harem, 
where many entertainments are given, 
and in the palace rounds is an ex- 
quisite little theatre in which all sor 
of performances take place.

A Big Lumbor Camp Near Lindsay. 

The Lindsay Post says:—In yester- 
day’s issue we noticed the arrival in 
town of Mr. Thomas Callaghan, of 
Campbellford, walking boss for the 
Rathbun Co. and Contractor McGregor, 
of Peterborough. To-day they leave 
with a gang of men to establish a large 
camp 12 miles east of Lindsay, in 
Dorgan's swamp, Emily township, the 
timber on which was purchased by the 
Rathbun firm some years ago. The 
swamp comprises cedar, tamarack, bass- 
wood and spruce, and every stick of 
fair size will be taken off and hauled to 
Pigeon creek, where it will be boomed 
up in the spring and floated to Camp- 
bellford to be cut up. As soon as a 
suitable shanty has been erected a force 
of 60 or 70 mon will be engaged and 
given constant employment throughout 
the winter. The farmers in that section 
will no doubt benefit largely by the 
establishment of such a large camp, as 
in addition to affording lucrative em- 
ployment to their spare teams in haul- 
ing the cut to the water's edge, a large 
market will be created for their surplus 
produce.

Dear Sin,--In closing my first letter 
} stated that I had been one day at the 
Exposition—to-night ends the second 
day and before closing I propose to call 
attention to some matters concerning it 
that imp me. But before — 
so will refer to a question that wi 
possibly be interesting toa number of 
your readers. 1 refer to the Negro, or 
as he is more familiarly called here ‘the 
Nigger.” As 1 said in my former letter 
“ he is everywhere.” in fact fills all the 
places where the labor of a servant is 
required,—from the scavenger on the 
street and’the most menial positions to 
porter, waiter, steward, cook. chamber- 
maid, and “man of all work.” Ido not 
wish to be understood as confining bim 
to these positions alone for he does fill 
some other positions, but they are few, 
and the rule isasI stated aboye. On 
our way here from Chattanooga, in 
‘Tennessee, I fell in conversation with a 
man who is a manager of a plantation 
in Arkansas (pronounced, Ar-kan-saw, 
with the accent on the last syllable.) 
This plantation was bought by parties 
from the North, after the war,for a com- 
paratively small sum as a matter of 
bc expecting to sell in small 
blocks as farms to Negroes; anticipat- 
ing that the slave on getting his freedom 
would at once commence tilling tho soil 
on his own account if he got a chance. 
This was not realized and they com- 
menced work for the interest of the joint 
owners by. engaging a “manager an 
hiring labor. This plantation is in 
Phillips county, Ark. _The manager 
gave me his name and addreas. ‘Tis 
appearance was that of a shrewd, keen, 
business man with ‘not over attention to 
the out of his clothes, bat with frank 
manners and eager desire to know some- 
thing outside of his heretofore somewhat 
contracted sphere of life. He was on 
his way to the Exposition with some 
friends of similar class. In the course 
of our conversation he told me his father 
was the son of an owner of a large 
number of slaves—several hun 
but was ruined by the war, leaving 
himself pennyless when he came to 
make'a start in life. He spoke in the 
slow accent and draw! used oy so many 
here. I have been thus minute in his 
description so that his evidence should 
be fairly before your readers. The land 
worked fon this plantation was oyer 509 
acres, number of * Niggers” (as 
he always calls them) employed are 
about 125, which included boys. The 
products raised are corn and cotton, or. 
as he pronounced it ** cohn and catton,”

This seemed a very 
one-sided story but those who were 
traveling with him assured me it was 
true. 

To-day we visited the Negro buildings 
at the Exposition, (they call themselves 
Negroes.)

Paper Horseshoes. 

A peculiar invention purporting to 
have been brought forward some time 
since, in Berlin, seems to have proved a 
reality, namely, the manufacture of 
horseshoes of paper, impregnated with 
oil or turpentine to make it water-proof,

ENGLAND'S CATHEDRALS. 


Beautiful architectural Specimens te be 
Seen tn Senall Tewns. 


Tt was my privilege to see ten of 
| the cathedrals of England, and situat- 
ed, as some of them are, in small towns, 
one comes on visiting them to know 
more of the life of the people than the 
tourist can attain who flies from one 
great city to another, says a writer in 
the Springfield Republican. Each tra- 
veler will have his favorite among them, 
and all have excellencies and defects. 

Some of them are partially apoiled by 
the smoke of the town, and any reator- 
ation ought to be welcome that will 
clean it off. Such is the case with York 
and Lincoln, and, to a greater extent, 
with Peterborough, whose magnificent 
facade, or rather architect's conception 
of it, is best appreciated by the study 
of a photograph. As the English are 
not inclined to apotheosis of dirt, they 
have in many cases removed the dis- 
grace in recent years, and Peterborough 
itself ia now made glorious within, in 
all the marvelous beauty of ‘its cream- 
white stone. When these buildings are 
not in smoky towns the atmosphere, 
after the lapse of ages, has sometimes 
heightened the architectural effect, so 
that Ely grows old gracefully, and Sal- 
isbury even beautifully. Salisbury and 
Canterbury seem well-nigh perfect. In 
Durham the marble columns are mar- 
red by a puerile fluting; the towers of 
York are not all finished. The wonder- 
fal central tower of Lincoln has lost 
its pinnacles ; the great facade of Peter- 
berough is out of proportion to the 
building; the external effect of Ely is 
too much like a fortress; the apires of 
Litchfield are not mates in color and 
are somewhat ornate; but upon Can- 
terbury and Salisbury the-eye rests 
content. And yet he is little to be 
envied who would not find intoxicating 
joy in every one of these, so great are 
they in their varied power, so lifting 
the beholder above and beyond all in- 
cidental defects, and it is quite to the 
credit of the young woman from Spring- 
field who is said to have burst into 
teara at the sight of Westminster Ab- 
bey.

There will be no coal, no ashes and no 
smoke. The range will be ready for 
cooking at a moment's notice, with no 
time and patience wasted in the labori- 
ous kindling of a fire. The turn of a 
switch will start the current, which 
may be shut off again when no longer 
wanted. 


BROILING BY ELECTRICITY. 


An electric kitchen in full ration 
was exhibited at the World’s Fair in 
Chicago? All sorts of cooking were 
done in it, including the roasting of 

nts and fowl, the broiling of steaks, 
he baking of bread and cakes, &c., and 
the results were extremely satisfactory. 
The only reason why this method of 
cookery has not already come into gen- 
eral use is that electricity asa substi- 
tute for fuel costa more than coal or 
oil or gas. The difference of cost, in 
fact, is considerable, but it has #0 Many 
advantages as to be worth the price.

AN ELECTRIC CHAFING-DISH. 


With the introduction of the electric 
chafing-dish ends the era of the aloo- 
hol lamp, with its disagreeable odor 
and liability to overflow and set fire to 
the tablecloth. Similar in idea is the 
electric tea kettle and stand, admirabl 
adapted for 5 o'clock tea. The stand 
connected with an electric wire:a turn 
ofa button and presently the water for 
the beverage that cheers without in- 
ebriating is singing in the pot. Take off 
the teakettle and you have in the stand 
asuitable apparatus for making coffee 
ina bachelor’s apartment or for vari- 
ous uses in the nursery or sickroom. 
In hospitals electric contrivances are 

rticularly well adapted for heating 
‘ood, warming bandages, eto. 

The electric ranges loox very different 
froma range of the ordinary kitchen 
pattern. It is more like a table, with a 
cupboard beneath for warming dishes 
and a shelf above for such supplemen- 
tary articles as the chafi dish and 
coffee-pot. On the table will be sean 
perhapsa porcelain-lined pot for boil- 
nor or stewing,a griddle anda boiler, 
while the oven stands on the floor 
alongside. Ovens, pot, broiler, &o., are 
attachable to wires when wanted for 
use. Overhead the skimmers and other 
—— utensils hang from pegs on the 
wall. : 

It is said that meats roasted in the 
electric oven have all the qualities of 
meats cooked in front of a fire, and they 
do .not require basting or watching. 
They are cooked more evenly and in 
less time, while retaining a larger per- 
centage of the nutritious juices. Bread 
is baked in the same apparatus ideally. 
No culinary process is more difficult 
than to broil in a first-class manner. 
The stove is usually not in suit- 
able condition, and the gas flame often 
ignites the hot fat and burns the food.

In 1739 
tae Persian conqueror, Nadir Shah, 
overran much of India, and carried back 
with him booty and plunder estimated 
ot seven hundred millions of dollars, 
among which were many of these jewels. 
After his death his treasures were dis- 
persed, and it has been impossible to 
trace them. The finest crown jewels of 
Europe are in many cases a part of this 
mattered plunder of the Orient. 
‘THE GREATEST DIAMOND 


ever known until two yeara ago was 
one described by Tavernier, known as 
the Great Mogul. - Its original weight 
was 787 1-2 carats, but by the misman-| 
agement of a Venetian lapidary em- 
ployed by Shah Jehan, from whom his 
son Aurungeebe inherited it, the stone 
bad been reduced in cutting to 280 car- 
ats, a lose of nearly two-thirds. For 
this blunder, or worse, the lapidary was 
fined his entire possessions and nearly 
lust his head. Indian tradition re- 
porte it to have been found on the banks 
of the Kistna River, in Golconda, ages 
ago, and to have been worn for 6,000 
years by Karna, one of the legendary 
heroes of the Mahabharata. This won- 
derful diamond has disappeared; it 
was probably taken to Persia by Nadir 
Shah, and perhapa has been broken, the 
recut pieces forming some of the largest 
diamonds now known.

Some curious figures have lately been 
made public by a velebrated Berlin 
physician, which seem to point to the 
fact that if a man wants to live long 
and preserve his health and strength 
he ought to marry. Among unmarried 
men between the ages of 30 and 45 the 
death rate is 27 per cent. -Among mar- 
ried between the same ages it is only 
18 per cent. For forty-one bachelors 
who live to be 40 years of age, seventy- 
eight. married men triumphantly arrive 
at the same period. The difference 
gets all the more marked as time goes 
on. At 60 years of age there are only 
twenty-two bachelors to forty-eight 
marri men; at 70 there are eleven 
bachelors to twenty-seven who were 
married, and by the time they reach 
90 the married men are three to one, 
for there are nine of them to every 
three bachelors!
